The Little Valley dam is built 
across a narrow gorge in the mount- 
ains, about a mile abeve Franktown. 
The town lies at the mouth of the gorge 
and the dam is at an elevation of 4,000 
feet above the town. The dam is of 
stone and earth, 56 feet in height and 
‘00 feet wide at the base. It was 
completed last fall, at a cost of about 
$4,000. It was constructed to form a 
reservoir for irrigating purposes. The 
cost was defrayed by.an association of 
ranchers who expected to use the 
water. William Thompson was the 
builder. Before the work was begun, 
the ranchers raised $4,000 for the pur- 
pose and deposited the money in the 
Reno Savings Bank. The failure of 
that iostitution engulfed the deposit. 
It is estimated that the damage to 
property which would necessarily re 
sult from the bfeaking of the dam 
could not fall short of $40,000. The 
ranches in the path of the deluge 
would be covered with sand and gravel. 
As Franktown lies directly in the way, 
its buildings would probably nearly 
all be demolished by the flood. 

At 3:30 this afternoon the dam was 


still standing. 


The Agricultural Society's Affairs. 

A meeting of citizens interested in 
the affairs of the Agricultural Society 
was held last evening, pursuant to ad- 
journment. in Justice -Young’s office. 
The committee appoiated at the last 
meeting reported in favor of the 
oounty's assuming the indebtedness of 
the Society and taking charge of the 
property. A committee was appointed 
to circulate petitions through the coun- 
ty and obtain sigaatures of those who 
favored the plan.

The Highest Water Ever Known in the 
Sacramento. 


The recent storm was general 
throughout California. There were 
floods in all the rivers, and considera- 
ble damage is reported. Fears were 
on Sunday entertained for Sacramento 
aod Marysville, but those cities hap- 
pily escaped any serious injury. Yes- 
terday morning the gauges showed 26 
feet of water at Sacramento, the river 
having reached a higher point than 
ever before. There was overflow at 
some points in the city, but nothing 
like a general inundation. The ranches 
about Brighton, however, were flooded. 

Marysville appears to have had 
rathera narrow escape. The water 
ran over the tops of the levees in some 
places. On the east side of the Feather 
river, levees broke and ranches were 
submerged. Thecity was surrounded 
by water at last reports, but the flood 
was falling. 

Napa was flooded, and the low 
country surrounding it was submerged. 
Even San Francisco was injured by 
the heavy rainfall, water being report- 
ed in the cellars, and sewers caving 
in. The Parajo river was booming 
yesterday, submerging Watsonville, 
and putting Gilroy partly under water. 
Railroad wash-outs were numerous 
everywhere, and much damage was 
done to the roads in the northern 
part of the State. The following fig: 
ures are from the Sacramento Bee: 


“The total rainfall for the recent 
storm was 4.99 inches; for the montn, 
6.14 inches; for the season, 18 inches. 
In 1880, up to the same date, the 
rainfall was 7.98 inehes; and to the 
same date in 1879, it was 5 inches.

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Schooling Keeps the Bullion. 

About two months ago some bul- 
lion was taken from an express car 
here under an attachment obtained by 
Jerry Schooling.

Apache Outrages in New Mexice—The 
Military Doing Nothing. 


Tuscon, Jannary 31. | 
By reliable information, the number 
killed by Indians in New Mexico since 
the 16th is fouod to be as tollows: On 
the 19th three herders and two miners 
were killed near Chloride gulch. On 
the 20th two men were killed on 
Upper Churchill's in a fight witha 
band of Apaches. On the 27th five 
Mexicans were killed twenty miles 
southwest of San Marcial. On the 
21st a family consisting of a man, wife, 
child and mother-in-law, were massa- 
cred at Catrizo, fifteen miles west of 
San Marcial. Ou the 23d a buck- 
board was taken between Silver City 
and San Marcial, five miles from San 
Jose, the driver was instantly killed 
and a Mexican interpreter of Turloses 
reservation was found dead. Forty 
Indians left the reservation. It is 
generally bélieved there are not less 
than 200 Indians in bands from ten to 
thirty on the warpath, and that not 
less than forty people have been mur- 
dered by them during the last fifteen 
days. The military appear to be do- 
ing absolutely nothing. 


A King in Sao Francisco. 
San Franctsoo, January 81. 

Kalakua, King of the Sandwich 
Islands, arrived here on Saturday. He 
states the object of his trip is for the 
purpose of visiting different Asiatic 
and European nations with a view of 
finding out the most feasible means 
of attracting a desirable class of immi- 
gration to take the piace of the natives, 
who seem doomed to extinction within 
a comparatively short time. The King 
does not favor Chinese immigration, 
nor does his people want them. He 
will leave by the next steamer for 
Yokohama. 


A Startling Discovery. 
WasntNorox, Jan. 81. 

Tbe Commissioner of Public Lands 
has inade the startling discovery that 
within the limits of the Uhited States, 
north of Texas aod between Indian 
Territory and New Mexico, is a par- 
allelogram of nearly 4,000,000 acres, 
200,000 cattle, and a large number of 
outlaws, without any form of govern- 
ment. It was overlooked when the 
public surveys were made, and is 
reckoned one of the finest regions in 
the West. 

Kalloch’s Case. 
San Francisco, Jan. 31. 

In the Superior Court to day the case 
of I. M. Kalloch, charged with the 
murder of Charles DeYoung, was re- 
sumed. This forenoon H. E. Highton 
finished his argumeut in support of 
his challenge to the panel, which was 
denied by the Court, This afternoon 
a selection of a jury was begun.

He 
got between the engines to uncouple, 
and losing his balance tell, the hind 
locomotive passing over his body, kill- 
ing him instantly.
